The board of Indiiui commissioners called 


on President Grout, ibis morning, nnd ro- 
Biainca with him until noon. The adminis- 
tration of the Iiulinn affairs v.-«3 earnestly 
discussed. I'lio rrcsidout imiiouticcd ms 
unfaltering confidence in tlie )nun««o mid 
Christian policy by him ndoi>led. Tlie sub- 
ject of the charges iniulo by 1'rof. Marsh 
was discussed, and tlio most thorough in- 
vestigation of them demanded. 1'raf. Gootgo 
A. Atherton, Bulger's College, Now Hruns. 
wick, N. J., and Senator Howe, of Wiscon- 
sin, have already gone forward to tho lied 
Cloud agency to servo on tho commission 
of investigation. 
Tho President was earnest in pledging tup 


full power of tho executive in reforming any 
branch of tho service, and pledged his 
hearty corporation with tho board, with 
whom ho is in entire accord. Neither the 
Secretory of tho Interior nor the commis- 
sioner of Indian affairs were present at tho 
conference. The gradual removal of all 
the Indians in tho country to the Indian 
Territory south of Kansas was discussed, 
and measures adopted looking to tho carry- 
ing out of tho plan. 


Tho board of Indian commissioners have 


issued au address to tho "Christian public," 
asking their support of the humane policy 
toward tho Indians. They say that this pol- 
icy, despite tho assaults upon it, has been 
eminently successful. 
The Indians are 


taking on the manners and occupations of 
civilized life. In regard to tho Indian 
agents, while they admit that perhaps n tow 
may have become corrupt, they feel confi- 
dent that tho government was never so 
faithfully served in this respect as at the 
present time.

could, ho 
justified 


in accepting a loud-mouthed accusation 
as an evidence of guilt, as onost of tho 
charges come from disappointed contractors 
and traders whoso hope of gain under tho 
more careful lelliug of .the contracts and tho 
rigid inspection of supplies is gone. Nor, 
on the other hand, would they bo justified 
in withholding tho most rigid investigation 
when, as in somo cases; tho charges are 
made by respectable and responsible parties.
